REPORT  ON  THE  JUNIOR  PRACTICAL  SCHOOL. 

Throughout  the  year  1946  the  work  of  the  Junior  Practical 
School  has  continued  uninterruptedly,  helping  the  educationally 
subnormal  children  to  regain  their  self-respect,  which  owing  to 
their  handicap,  many  have  lost,  and  to  fit  them,  as  far  as  possible 
to  take  their  rightful  place  in  the  world  in  spite  of  mental 
drawbacks. 

In  April  a  Handicraft  Teacher  was  appointed,  to  give 
full-time  instruction,  and  under  his  guidance  more  forms  of  handi¬ 
craft  than  had  bo*.- 11  possible  with' only  part-time  instruction  wore 
introduced.  These  included  stool-sea. tin  '  and  boot  repairing,  in 
which  several  of  the  boys  showed  considerable  aptitude. 

Swimming  was  included  in  the  curriculum  .  ur  the  first 
time,  and  both  boys  and  girls  were  very  keen  and  several  learned 
to  swim  during  the  season. 


An  important  branch  of  the  school  work  .is  the  Meals 
Service.  A  very  good  hot  meal,  of  which  each  child  partakes,  is 
catered  for  and  cooked  at  school.  The  appointment,  in  May,  of  a 
Kitchen  Assistant  to  give  part-time  assistance  in  the  preparation 
and  serving  of  this  meal  has  proved  of  groat  value,  as  it  has  mado 
it  possible  for  the  Cook  to  give  more  Domestic  Training  to  the  girl
